SUBJECT : Debriefing of Ambaeaadors and Other 

Government Officials on CLA 0|»eration8 


1. The recent {mblication <rf ''The Invisible Government, " ccm- 
taining as It does so many obvious breaches of security on the part of 
former Federal officials and probably some current Federal officials, 
raises the question of the debriefing of officials of other Government 
departments and agexu:ies on CIA activitlee. For example, during the 
course his career every U. S. Ambassador is privileged to become 
aware of a consicter^le number of Agency activities and ^srati^s. 

I assume that he Is debriefed by his own department, but does tMs 
deb rising specifically refer, in any regard, to Ihe knowledge he has 
obtai^d concerning highly sensitive CIA work? Would you look into 
thisci^d see whether thm Agency should n»ke any more specific references 
to other agencies to insure that they are specifically debriefing &eir 
peMennel on any Imowledge of CIA activities.
